T h e y give premium s to induce the sale of their 
goods, no m atter of w hat they are made and the cost of the premi- 
um st together with a profit is invariably added when premium goods 
are disposed of. 
“ T h o se w ho expect value for the m oney they expend for an 
article, and w ho buy intelligently, do not as a general thing pur 
chase goods, the sales of which are brought about through prem ­ 
ium offers, for they know that such goods in m any instances are 
not standard and the cost of the premium is taken from the m er­ 
its of the goods, and furtherm ore, that the purchaser pays dearly 
for both. 
“ It is much easier to sell to gullible 
people 
through circulars 
and bombastic w orded catalogues than through the advertising col 
umns of legitim ate newspapers 
M any newspapers refuse the ad­ 
vertising of premium houses believing that their subscribers will 
not receive full value for the m oney they invest. 
“ T h e Com m ercial Union calls the attention of the newspapers 
throughout the United States, to so such concerns which are offer­ 
ing premiums through circulars and catalogues, as com pared to 
the advertising m ethods of Am erican m anufacturers w ho are using 
newspapers and m agazines for publicity, and who are 
depending 
upon the high character of their products for the continuous suc­ 
cess of their business ” 


T h ere is truth in this. Som e time ago T h e Tribune in a series of edi 


torials exposed the “ soap club” enterprise which w as being used by

DRY FARMING 
IN MONTANA 


B O Z E M A N , 
Mont., 
Aug. 
28 — 
Professor F. B. Binfield, director of 
the experiment station, is touring the 
northern part of the state with M. J. 
Costello, land agent of 
the 
Great 
Northern railroad, which is furnish­ 
ing part of the funds tor Professor 
Linficjd's exxperiments in dry farm­ 
ing in that section of the state. 
So far the dry farming season has 
made a fine record in the northern 
part of the state. 
The showing is the 
hest ever made. 
The fact that the 
amount of rainfall this year has been 
more than average discounts some­ 
what the results of the year’s exper­ 
iments. 
As they are to be contin­ 
ued for a period of five years, how­ 
ever they will probably encounter a 
fair average of conditions. 
E xperim en ts 
Satisfactory. 
Also in eastern Montana the year 
has been successful beyond expecta­ 
tion. 
On the farm near Forsyth the 
yield of oats promises to run seventy- 
five bushels and in Beaver Head the 
winter rye will go about twenty-five 
bushels to the acre. 
On the station farm at this place 
the winter wheat crop is being cut 
and promises a fair crop. 
The second 
crop of alfalfa also is being harvested 
and some interesting results of the 
I experiment have been announced.
